IRON ORE IN NORTHAMPTONSHIRE. 

Smr,—Your correspondent, who signs himself ‘‘ Iron,” in last week’s 
Journal, is quite correct in what he says regarding the ironstone at Dal- 
lington or Northampton. The Gayton ironstone and the Dallington ap- 
pear to me to be the richest which has yet been discovered in this county. 
I have examined the cutting referred to, and certainly never saw finer iron- 


stone than is there seen cropping out. ‘The prejudice which has long existed 
in Staffordshire against the ore of this county seems to be fast dying away, 
and there is scarcely a er elapses but some ironmaster ma be seen in- 
specting our ironstone. 'o give some idea of the richness of this stone, I 
last month made a ton of good foundry pig-iron with 47 cwts. of raw mine. 
We have discovered lately that some of the Welsh coals suit our ore better 
than the Yorkshire and Derbyshire, and have been using entirely Welsh 
coal. Large quantities of ironstone are being sent away by Mr. George 
Pell from the Gayton stone pits. A large washing-machine is being erected 
by this gentleman for the purpose of washing the small rich nuts of stone, 
which would be otherwise wasted. My fitm belief is that this county is a 
most eligible place for the erection of blast-furnaces. We lately tried to 
make pig-iron from a novel description of smelting furnace, which did not 
require the aid of a blast-engine. ‘To our surprise we made some very 
excellent malleable iron, I think it very probable that means will be 
adopted ere long to make iron from this ore, in a totally different manner 
from those appliances at present in vogue.

MANUFACTURE OF PIG-IRON.—No. II. 

Sir,—Now the essence of iron metallurgy is to carbonise-your pig-iron 
properly with carbon, and the furnace manager who can do so with 12g 
ewts, of coal to the ton of iron ought to be presented with a golden crown. 
We have two reasons for combining carbon with pig-iron in the smelting 


furnace, and the larger the quantity of carbon and the metalloids that may 
be united to the iron the more fluid it will become, and, consequently, the 
more easily, completely, aml rapidly will it be disengaged from the vitreous, tenacious 
slag or cinder brought from the earthy elements of the materials under the process of 
combustion in the smelting furnace. The other reason why iron should be combined 
with very large doses of carbon in the first stage of its manufacture is to keep the iron 
from being injured by sulphur—a point of unquestionable importanee when the desire 
for good iron is the object of the manufacturer. Sulphur has theg affinity for iron 
of any other metal, and the expense and trouble in its separation is exceedingly great ; 
and if L should be justified in telling it, I should call it the ironmasters’ greatest enemy, 
and pig-iron that is not sufficiently carbonised has not nature to go through the several 
processes required to bring it to the state of best iron, and no further will its nature go 
than to puddle bars, Carbon gives iron a good nature, and the metalloids a good body. 
Now, these ancarbonised puddle bars cannot be converted into merchant iron nor rail- 
way iron until iron of a good nature forms the pilling surface, to give it a smooth appear- 
ance,—but, to speak plain, call it to cheat the eye. Now, what is the reason that so 
much of the Scotch pig-iron is imported from Scotland into South Wales to manufacture 
into railway iron, and a handsome profit derived from it? This is iron undoubtedly of a 
good nature, but no body, which might have a good nature and a good body were not 
the Seoteh tronmasters, like the Welsh quantitv-men and quality-men, out of the ques- 
tion, Now, does it not seem impracticable, in charging a heat into a puddling furnace, 
that a portion of the Welsh and Scotch pigs should constitute a charge? The Scotch iron 
will take from 20 to 30 minutes longer to yield up the greatest portion of its carbon ; 
while the Welsh iron, which has got little or none to lose, tests the skill of the poor 
puddler, and causes him to encroach upon good-natured carbon, by putting him into the 
hottest part of the furnace, and his uncarbonised friend in the coldest corner, until he 
has woven a garment out of good nature to clothe his uncarbonised friend. Through 
this unskilful mixing of iron, the poor paddler is put to his utmost strength to bring bad 
iron out of good; and although he were akin to Nasmyth’s iron puddler, celebrated for 
standing the heat, he could not make better work, and bring out the wolf in lamb’s 
clothing. It is impossible, however good the puddier may be, to bring good iron out of 
bad. The blast furnace is the seat of an tronmaster’s good or evil fortune, and according 
to the results there will his rise or fall be. Manufacture good iron, and have a good 
price for it; and remember that the day is not far distant when there will be a struggle 
for who can make the best iron, and he who embarks first is sure to stand the longest.

IRON MANUFACTURE. 

Sir,—I omitted to suggest in my letter given in your last Journal that 
it would save the time and credit of any future writer on “ Iron Bridges,” 
or others, from falling into any similar mistake, as to the unexampled in- 
ventions of the late Mr. Henry Cort, for puddling, balling, and rolling iron, 


if they would first examine faithfully the abridgements of the specifications 
published by the © issi of Patents, in three series—No. 1, relating to the manu- 
facture of iron and steel, comprising all the expired patents from 1621 to 1857; No. 2, 
patents granted under the old law; No. 3, under the new law, the whole together in- 
cluding more than 500 abridgments of specifications, for 5s. 

On reference to No. 1 series, will be found at page 4 the abridged specification of a 
patent granted to John Payne, in 1728, fifty-five years before the patents of Henry Cort, 
for a method by which pig or sow iron was meited with divers ingredients, wood ashes, 
glass, salt, &c., and when brought into a malleable state, it was drawn into bars under 
the forge hammer, the bars being heated in a long “ hott arch, or cavern,” were drawn 
through two large “ mettall rowlers,” which had proper notches or furrows on their sar- 
face. It may save others the trouble of anticipating a reference to this patent, to no- 
tice it here, without any fear of injury to the subsequent rights of Henry Cort. It is 
the only invention since 1621 that even approximated in the remotest degree to the 
grooved rollers of the latter, patented in 1783; but, like other “ baffied speculations,” al- 
luded to in Mr. Harry Scrivenor’s History of the /ron Trade, it proved good for nothing 
in the great work of rendering the British nation independent of foreign countries for bar- 
tron; or why was more than half a century suffered to elapse without making a single 
pound of rolled bar-iron sufficiently unexceptionable in quality to supersede foreign 
bar-iron; as the import of the latter, previous to 1782, was equal to 70,000. tons annu- 
ally, averaging with duty nearly 40/. per ton. Now, the export of rolled bar-iron ex- 
ceeds the import more than ten times over. 

Let any one compare the specifications of John Payne, in 1728, with those of Henry 
Cort, in 1783-4, and they will cease to wonder at the total failure of the former and the

the surface of such collars being either plain for squares and flats, or concave for bolts 
and the like, as the case may require,” &. 

ference is made in your last Journal to a patent granted to Mr. William Johnson, 
Jan. 31, 1754, thirty years before those of Henry Cort in 1783-4. But although it may 
be quite true, as Mr. Johnson states, that bars were hammered and rolled in an iron roll- 
ing-mill to the requisite size, &c., this invention, like all others since 1621, was among 
the “ baffled speculations,” good for nothing for making the iron trade of Great Britain 
the greatest in the world, for want of the unexampled combination of puddling, balling, 
and rolling, with collars, which no man ever used before Henry Cort, and never has 
since superseded. 

In Mr. Truran’s work on iron manufacture a complete drawing is given of the grooved 
Tollers, as now in operation at two of the greatest iron-works in South Wales—the 
Cyfartha and Dowlais—showing that they exactly correspond with Henry Cort’s specifi- 
cation in 1783, They were copied from his own plans by Mr. James Cockshutt, and 
erected by him at Cyfartha in 1789 or 1790, under the superintendence of Henry Cort, Mr. 
Cockshutt being at this time in partnership with the late Mr. Richard Crawshay. The 
latter was so convinced of the great value of the grooved rollers, that he signed a contract 
to pay 10s. per ton, as stated in my last, for all iron made and roiled by them, till the 
patents expired, in 1798; and although not a single farthing of royalty was then or since 
paid, Mr. chard Crawshay states in his letter to the secretary of Lord Sheffield, in 1808, 

that “he took the plan from @ Mr. Cort, who had a little mill at Fontley, near Farebam, 














THE PURIFICATION OF THE THAMES: 


SUGGESTIONS FOR ITS PURIFICATION, AND THE LONDON ATMOSPHERE ; AND FOR THE COLLEC- 
TION AND UTILISATION OF SEWAGE, IN CONNECTION WITH THE MAIN DRAINAGE. 
Sir,—In my suggestions, already published in your Journal, for the 
main drainage of London and purification of the Thames, I proposed cer- 
tain means of collecting and utilising all the excrementitious portion of 
London sewage, to avoid the necessity of its passing into the sewers, and 
thereby contaminating the ordinary sewage from the streets and roads, the 
water of the Thames, and the metropolitan atmosphere. For reasons, 
however, which have since occurred to me, | now propose, on the contrary, to close up 
completely and permanently all the outlets of the present sewers into the Thames, and 
all the gully-holes and other openings into the streets and roads, so as to exclude in fu- 


ture all such ordinary sewage, as well as the sewage from manufactures, except such as 
might be advantageously admitted therein by special license, so as to render these sewers, 


hold another fortnight we shall reach the bottom; if they do not, Capt. Gill is ready to 
replace them by wood, which, all things considered, can now be more advantageously 
done than at any former period.

only, with such exceptions, of the h hold sewage of the metro- 
polis, through pipes so perfectly trapped as toadmit of no return ; thus compellingall the 
ordinary sewage trom the streets and roads, rainfall, &c., to find its way into the Thames 
from above high-water level through other main channels, to be formed at or near the sur- 
face, with and into which all the numerous gutters of the streets and roads should com- 
municate and discharge, which might be much facilitated by the formation of new gut- 
ters, covered over with gratings to prevent obstruction, through which streams of water 
night oceasionally be made to flow for propelling the sewage, washing the streets, or 
watering the roads, or for supplying the hose of fire-engines when , &e. 
I then propose that the most valuable and main body of sewage, as it collects in the 
lower portion of the sewers (which might be more or less connected together, to lessen 
the number of stations), should by the aid of pumping machinery be transferred there- 
from through (metallic) syphon pipes and flexible hose into close-decked vessels, or well 
closed tanks, to be conveyed by water, rail, or road, wherever required, and also that all 
the watery solution of sewage, as it collects in the upper portion of such sewers, together 
with any foul! gases, should be similarly withdrawn and transferred through much larger 
(stoneware) syphon pipes, by the aid of very powerful exhausting apparatus or machi- 
nery, into covered pits or other receptacles at a lower level, and at the outskirts of London, 
wherein such gases would naturally separate from the sewage, so as to admit of being 
consumed, deodorised, i j,or passed through } i intothe air above. In 
the neighbourhood of which stations it is very probable that some portion of this sewage 
water might be utilised, the residue being withdrawn and transferred in a similar man- 
ner to other distant stations at higher levels, and thence through smaller pipes into the 
surrounding districts for horticuitural and agricultural purposes, which operations would 
have the effect of constantly keeping up a diminished pressure within the sewers—at all 
times very desirable, but more jally during the repairs, or the forming of unions 
therewith from latrines, &. 
By the sale of which valuable sewage I have no doubt that an ample revenue might 
be obtained, not only sufficient to pay a liberal interest on whatever outlay might be re- 
quired for these purposes, and all current expenses, but also for the construction of all 
new surface channels, sewers, &c., every addition of which would further increase such 
revenue, #0 as to admit of the ultimate extinction of the present sewer rate; and by the 
adoption of which simple mode of dealing with the sewage, if at once carried out, I think 
there can be no question that before another summer the Thames would have so purified 
itself, and consequently the atmosphere, which would be further improved by the ab- 
sence of ali gully-holes, &c., as no longer to be the sources of apprehension. 
I should, in addition, however, strongly recommend the carrying out, either wholly or 
partially, of my other suggestions for perfecting the main drainage, so as to avoid the 
enormous outlay which would be requisite fur the construction of the proposed intercept- 
ing sewers, Thames side embankments, and deoderising works, with all their difficulties, 
liabilities, and probabilities of failure after the sacrifice of millions of money, the destruc- 
tion of property, and thousands of valuable lives by cholera, plague, or pestilence, arising 
from the non-purification of the Thames Na be pe - » progress.

MINE ACCIDENTS. 
Sir,—A short time since @ poor fellow who was landing stuff at a mine had occasion 


to alter some arrangement at the poppet-heads, when he missed his hold, fell into the 
shaft, and was, of course, killed. Now, if the inexpensive precaution of having covers 


applied to shaft tops were adopted (us in all weli-reguiated mines they are, aud should 
be enforced where not used), such an accident could not Nave happened. Nor is this the 
only advantage; when emptying the kibble stones not unfrequently fall out into the 
shaft, to the imminent danger of any person passing in the levels below, and the man 
who is filling the kibble, be he ever so sharp, if he hears the stone coming, cannot form 
an idea as to where it will rebound after striking the sides of the shaft in its rapid de- 
scent ; if he gets into the plat, out of harin’s way, he is lucky. But the cheap and easy 
preventive ought surely to be adopted, aud men's lives rendered comparatively safe ; the 
saving in loss of time would considerably more than compensate adventurers for the tri- 
fling outlay.

GREAT WHEAL VOR, AND ITS MANAGEMENT. 


Sir,—Having seen so much mismanagement in the affairs of this mine, I am led to 

offer some remarks thereon. Being well acquainted with the last working, I consider 

the shareholders have been led to expect too great results from the large engine at Bor- 

lase’s shaft. No doubt the engine is a good one, but it has too great a load to contend 

with in draining the mine; and when it is drained, the load must increase as they sink 

the mine deeper. It must be plainly seen, by the constant breakages, that the engine 
tas too great a load; and what will it .be when the mine is drained, and they begin to 
sink again, It is a wellknown fact that the great bunch of tin in the bottom of the 

mine is worked away nearly as deep as the shaft; and you can plainly see, by the last 
breakage, or stoppage of eight days, that the water rose again 50 fms., so what may they 
expect wheu the water is drained, and 200 or 300 men at work in the bottom? or how 
can they sink the shaft? For if they only stop to change a bucket or clack, or any of 
the plungers want packing, stays lining, &c., and such work will have to be done, and 
as soon as avything happens to one iift, the whole current of water is stopped at once, 
and then the water will accumulate at the bottom of the mine, and set all the miners 
idle; the same as it was previously to Capt. M. Reed’s taking the management of the 
mine. If they had a gold lode in the bottom they could not make it pay, in consequence 
of so many breakages ; just the same as they are at the present time, 

I think, for the welfare of the shareholders and the mine, they should erect an engine 
as soon as possible at Wolf's shaft, to drain the water from the western part of the mine 
at a shallow level about the 96 or the 122 fm. levels, and not allow the water from the 
west to fall below that point, Again, the engine at Trelawny’s shaft would drain all the 
water as deep as the 248, with the flat-rods in Popham’s sink, to have a place to hold the 
western water, in case the western engine should stop, and not allow the water to run 
over to Bounder shaft. If the shareholders could manage to drain the mine in this way, 
they could reduce the size of the lifts in Borlase’s and Bounder shafts, so that they could 
take off one-third of the load from the large engine, and drain the mine, at a far less cost, 
and stop all their breakages. Everything would then go on well with men and manager, 
and the shareholders would soon receive returns for their outlay. The mine could easily 
be managed by a thoroughly competent man, and a “ Disinterested Looker-On ” would 
not find much need for writing about the bob cr main rods not being got ready for use at 
any time.—July 30. GLuck AvP.

Str,—I have read the letters in your Journal written by “ A Disinterested Looker-On,” 
and, as I am a shareholder in Wheal Vor, and feel considerable interest in the success 
of the undertaking, I have made enquiries as to his facts, and T now feel bound, in jus- 
tice to Capt. Gill, and for the satisfaction of my fellow-shareholders, to send you this 
letter for publication. In his letter of July 13 he wrote :—* Now, strange to say, owing 
to the blunder of the chief captain, who took no pains to consult the engineer, a drawing 
of the wrong side of the bob was given by him, which, according to order, was cast and 
prepared to bring away from the foundry, when the engineer, who happened to see it 
before its removal, discovered the error.” Now, this accusation is circumstantial enough, 
but is devoid of truth. The half of the balance-boh did not break, neither did the engi- 
neer discover error in any order given; in fact, he saw nothing of the breakage, being, 
I believe, ill at the time. The facts are these:—One of the horns attached to the ba- 
lance-bob in the 144 fm. level, at Crease’s shaft, broke, and Capt. Gill, in order to save 
time, immediately ordered a horn, according to the information given by the underground 
agent at the time of the accident. Capt. Gill himself discovered during the night that 
the wrong horn had been ordered, and he immediately rectified the mistake. This being 
the minor part of the breakage, there was no delay in consequence. This horn, after all, 
is a trivial thing, weighing about 30 cwts., and was cast and ready to send from the 
foundry in a few hours; but the half of the balance-bob, weighing 7 tons, would have 
required a week to prepare. 4 

With regard to the pitch pine rods, “ Looker-On” stated, in his letter of July 15, that 
the rods up to that date were not being prepared, and he reiterates the same statement 
on July 26. Now, I saw several that had been squared, ready to receive the strapping- 
plates, fully six weeks before July 13; and Capt. Gill even now is in advance of the con- 
tractors for the ironwork. “ A Looker-On” professes to have a knowledge of mining. I 
challenge him to contradict me when I state that two or three months is even a short 
time to prepare 110 fms. of double 16 in. pitch pine rods, and to make 60 or 70 tons of 
double faggoted straps and bolts for the same ; and this, too, without taking into account 
other important operations carried on at the same time, 

Under the date of July 20,“ Looker-On” states that the accident to the whim cage 
might have been wholly prevented, but for the supineness or incapacity of the manager, 
and that a great portion of the new flat rope was destroyed by the accident. Now, the 
whim cage was at work long before Capt. Gill came on the mine, and was constructed 
for the work it was performing at the time of the accident, there being no unusual quan- 
tity of rope on the dram, Capt. Gill could only have strengthened the cage effectually 
by substitating new arms, and this he was not justified in doing at the time. This I 
know from personal inspection ; and I also know that the injury done the rope was so 
trivial that it is now effectually doing duty as before. Mr. Noakes, in his letter, ex- 
posed other untraths of “ Looker-On.” 

I vouch for the correctness of my statements, which may be verified by every share- 
holder, and am only sorry that an educated man can be found in Cornwall capable of at- 
tempting to destroy a man’s character for energy and skill, which is his living, by such 
unfounded assertions. He claims to be a dispassionate observer; I think he is a disap- 
pointed one. Capt. Gill is accused in one place of supineness ; in another letter his mis- 
directed energy is more deplored than imbecility itself, but as Englishmen we are bound 
to see “ fair play.” 

Has Capt. Gill done right in forking Bounder’s shaft with drop lifts? 1 answer, yes ; 
he has no alternative until ground be cut.—Has he done right in commencing and push- 
ing the double skip road in Bounder’s with all possible dispatch? Decidedly, yes. He 
is also cutting ground for additional balance for Crease’s rods, and will fix a plunger-lift 
in the bottom of Crease’s as soon as possible. In Wheal Metal, too, he has done that 
which is best under the circumstances, a new engine being in contemplation for that 
mine; and whether he chooses to fix a drop lift by contract or day work, every practical 
man Will admit that sometimes the one, at other times the other policy should be 

, and the option must remain with the manager. Contract work, however, is 
Capt. Gill’s rule on the mine. ; 

Capt. Gill sees clearly the difficulties before him, and is prepared to meet them as they 
arise; but the errors committed during four years are not to be corrected in as many 
months.

from residing so far from the mines, or that only interested reports reach them. In pe- 
rusing the weekly reports, no mention whatever is made of the breakages when they hap- 
pen, only when the repairs are got over. And this brings to my mind the paragraph in 
the letter from “ A Disinterested Looker-On,” where he calls attention to the breakage of 
a steam-whim cage, &c., and yet nothing of the kind has been reported by the staff at 
the mines, or even the “ Chairman and Director” in his reply, although he was on the 
mines at the time. 

Now, surely these things ought not to be“ winked at ;” it shows certainly a holding back, 
a fear to communicate facts in due course, and to impart the whole truth—at least tothe dis- 
tant shareholders ; and I will leave the readers of your Journal to judge what this arises 
from. I have not the pleasure of knowing the managing director, but I must consider 
that, from the glaring blunders in the d age and working of the mines, with the re- 
marks in his letter, and particularly the part “ taking a peep into Bounder shaft,” he is 
not exactly the right man in the right place. Any person in his position should know 
that if the rods must be changed the sooner it is done the better. I may, with propriety, 
state that the work on hand at Bounder shaft is of little importance, com: with the 
very serious risk of not only smashing the work at Crease’s shaft, the 174 fm. level, and 
Bounder shaft, but the heavy and most expensive parts of the engine, such as the main- 
beam, gudgeon, and pins, piston-rod, piston, and cylinder, with its bottom and top. All 
these, with their appendages, are alike exposed, and that to imminent danger. Should 
the iron rods part on the opening of the top steam-valve, and the engine-driver from his 
post (which I tear is too often the case), then the consequence would be most disastrous. 
The work at Bounder shaft can be done as well after the rods are changed as at the present 
moment ; therefore, they are wrong to use Bounder shaft as an excuse, when property to 
such an amount is at stake. 

1 am told if the iron rods in Crease’s shaft were properly arranged, so that each set of 
plates took their proportion of the load, then these breakages would not happen ; but no, 
there has been several instances, through neglect, of as much as half-an-inch space al- 
lowed between the shoulders, or bearing connections, of a set of plates ; and whilst some 
of the cutters are movable with the hand, others are driven too far, and have actually 
broken the plates in the cutter-holes. [ am not surprised to hear of breakages, for the 
bearings of the heavy bobs, sheaves, &c., are allowed to work so hot, for want of grease 
and oil at proper intervals, that they are scarcely approachable. I think it is very wrong 
to withhold from the shareholders such important information as the breaking of the 
steam-whiim, whether these breakages are purely accidental or otherwise. I contend 
the proprietors should be informed of them; and if from neglect, misapplication, or in- 
efficiency of any part of the machinery, then the person to whom it might be traced 
should be punished, according to the nature and extent of the breakage, as an example 
for others. But no; this, like many other things known to us in the neighbourhood, ts 
“hushed up.” Such a system is sure to produce amongst the miners independency, 
laziness, and self-will, which, if allowed but for a short time, can only be got rid of by 
the introduction of new hands. 

{ consider sufficient has been said to prove that the bottom of the mine will never be 
reached unless a thoroughly practical system of management is adopted. I sincerely hope, 
for the sake of the adventurers and the neighbourhood, that something may be done to 
prevent such a sacrifice of time and waste of capital, in order that this once, and for a 
number of years, far-famed mine may take her stand, and show throughout her exten- 
sive departments the result of practical mining, when, as in days gone by, her standard 
would prove a sure and safe guide for the surrounding mines in the district, 

I have not written this letter with any invidious feeling against any person; my only 
object is, if possible, to get the “right men in the right places ;” that such supervision 
may be exercised as shal] ensure a vigorous and spirited development of the property ; 
that the proprietors may realise all the profit to be got out of the mines, which would 
tend also to benefit, to a great extent, the inhabitants of the surrounding district. 

I cannot but imagine that the proprietors are aware that to supersede the iron by 
wood rods in Crease’s shaft, the balance-bobs (five in number), carrying upwards of 200 
tons of balance, will have to be heaved back some distance from where they now stand, 
and newly fixed on their beds; but before this can be effected ground will have to be 
excavated in a hard rock to admit of its being done; besides ten heavy connections will 
have to be taken open, carrying upwards of 100 staples. Ground must also be excavated 
for the sills, or catches, and the timbers set sufficiently apart to admit of the wood rods 
working between them, besides a great deal of minor work, consequent upon the chang- 
ing of the rods. I hope the flanges of the pumps in the different lifts may not interfere. 
I would suggest, as this work must take upwards of a month to effect, that every kind 
of material required be quite ready, and brought as near as possible to the work, to avoid 
delay.—Breage, July 31. _ A MINER.

Sir,—On perusing your Journal to-day, I was very much surprised at the invidious 
and, probably, share jobbing letter of “ Inspector,” and, with your permission, will state 
a few facts for distant shareholders, or others really interested. 

The large sales of ore, early dividends, &c., tell the tale, even through him, to the 
public; but the state of the mine shows with more integrity the real prospects. “ In- 
spector” may see that the slides and floors are literally full of ore, of various kinds and 
qualities, so intimately mixed that it is very difficult to judge of its value in the light 
of day, even by men who are familiar with it in dressing, and much more difficult for 
strangers to it and the locality to judge or value the lode by the candlelight, &c., under- 
ground.

S1r,—You published, no doubt, all the particulars relative to the last meeting of this 
company likely to be interesting to the public, but one part of the discussion of vital im- 
portance to the shareholders you scarcely refer to—I mean the exorbitant cost of manage- 
ment; 2660/, for managing a small concern like ours is really ruinous. It was stated at 
the meeting that the whole cost of managing the North British Australasian Company 
is under 300/. per annum, yet Mr. Girainger (our secretary) alone receives 600/. a year 
for his services, the directors are extremely well paid, and have, in addition, an annual 
dinner at the expense of the company.

It transpired, moreover, that the secretary, 
although so extravagantly paid by the Scottish Australian Investment Company, has also 
been receiving a salary from the Bon Accord Mining Company, and but for the strong 
feeling expressed at the meeting on Friday, would probably have had the secretaryship 
ofa third company—the Good Hope—presented to him,. 

I do not wish it understood that I consider the duties of secretary to the three com- 
panies too much for one man, for I cannot see, at least with respect to the Scottish 
Australian Investment, that there is much to do. But 1 think that if a secretary be 
paid a large salary by one company he should not engage himself to another. The ex- 
cuse, however, given by the friends of Mr. Grainger appears unjustifiable—that he was 
enabled to undertuke the Bon Accord Company’s business because they hada talented 
clerk, who was well able to manage the Scottish Australian Investment Company’s 
business. Now, as I much respect Mr. Grainger, and as there is an arrangement that 
so long as he continued in the company’s service he should receive 600/. a year, I donot 
propose to interfere with him, but I would suggest that in common justice to the clerk 
(I do not know him) who has done Mr. Grainger’s duty so efficiently, he should be 
offered the secretaryship of the Bon Accord and Good Hope Companies, and a salary of 
150/. a year each would, no doubt, satisfy him and the shareholders also.

The CaatkMan, in moving the adoption of the report and accounts, said the meeting 
was not called quite so early as it should have been; but the fact was, there was nothing 
much to report, and they thought they had better wait until something definite oc- 
curred, as they hoped by this time to be at the bottom of the mine.

The instructions of the committee of conference, in conjunction with the 
directors, had oeen sent out to Mr, Hamilton; so that by the annual meeting, in Feb, 
next, they would have a complete statement of accounts in an understandable shape. 
According to the last advices they had received from Mr. Hamilton, dated May last, he 
was making arrangement for taking stock to the close of the year in June, and the board 
had every right to expect that they should receive very full accounts by November. 

Mr. SrenceR HeERAPATH said he should move that a distribution of 2s. 6d. per share 
should be made out of the assets in hand. They had fairly earned 8000/,, although if it 
had not been for the fall in the price of copper it would have been 13,000/. He could un- 
derstand the caution on the other side of the table in making a dividend, but he considered 
they were in the same position as merchants having a stock of goods on hands. They 
had the copper aud copper ore to meet the dividend. 

Mr. Surron considered it was very essential to know what position they were in on 
the other side of the water before they declared a dividend, as they knew the position 
other companies were in.

Tue Hyproscore.—At first sight it appears surprising that so large a 
number of ingenious inventors and discoverers should be compelled, through the incre- 
dulity of theirown countrymen, to visit England inorder to develope their projects ; yet 
the many facilities offered in England for developing useful invention easily accounts for 
the circumstance.

It 
is to be hoped, however, that the extension of education will, ere long, entirely explode 
al) such ridiculous notions, and lead miners to rely upon science and practice, rather than 
chance and mystical enchantments. Happily we live in an enlightened age, when that 
which was formerly attributed to magic and witchcraft is proved to be the result of na- 
tural causes. The hydroscope (Mr. Joseph Gautherot, a miner, of Nancy, France), who 
is the subject of the present notice, has succeeded in obtaining an abund of water 
where others have supposed it did not exist, and wishes it to be distinctiy understood that 
he does not employ charlatanism of any kind, but that his power is entirely derived 
from long experience. That he is competent to obtain water wherever it is obtainable 
is evident, since he has received testimonials from the mayors and officials of several 
communes of France where his services have been availed of; and as there are many 
mines, especially in Wales, where water is much wanted, his ability might be tested 
with prospects of satisfactory results.

Laxanes Leap Mixino Comrany.—July 25: In the tribute department 
there ig no change to notice, and the dressing operations continue to progress with their 
accustomed regularity. / 

Fortuna Company.—July 25: Canada Incosa, West of the Engine- 
shaft: The 6th level, east of Addis’s shaft, is now worth 1 ton per fm.

MINING IN JAMAICA. 


The mining operations in the colony continue to progress satisfactorily. 

The latest reports from the CLarENDoN ConsoLipaTeD Mininc Com- 
PANY OF JAMAICA are inserted in another column, in the report of the general meeting 
held in London, on Thursday. 

Wueat Jamaica.—At a meeting, held on July 2, the report stated that 
since the last meeting the event which was then looked for with so much interest had 
taken place.

Totvappe® Mixe.—As writer of the paragraph relative to the above 
mine, alluded to by “ Inspector,” in the last Journal, beg to state that I did not pretend 
to an opinion as to the probability of the ore holding down in depth, and I am not even 
now presumptious enoug) to answer this important question ; I sincerely hope it may, 
for the sake of all concernéd. And, if “ Inspector” be a well-wisher to mining and the 
district from which he dates his letter, I think he would be imbued with the same feel- 
ing. I am, however at a loss to conceive what motive he can have in condemning a dis- 
trict in such a wholesale manner.

The question of the harvest throughout Europe is 
an important item, and thus far, as it is next to impossible to receive more encouraging 
accounts from everywhere—almost without exception—a minimum price of grain isa 
pretty well assured fact in all markets, but more especially in those to which we are in 
the habit of resorting for surplus wants, which extends to all the grain countries of 
Europe, and to America. A low price for the necessary of life is, it is needless to say, 
of itself productive of a large amount of prosperity to this country, joined to which con- 
tingency the large remittances in gold, now on their way to the Bank of England, must 
inevitably lead to a reduction, sooner or later, in the Bank rate of interest, and assist the 
stimulus which we contend is now about to be given to trade and commerce and their 
ramifications—the stock and share markets. It is worthy of note that the statistics of 
French finance, lately published, show a considerable li ion of the late pressure 
in the Customs’ returns, which in January of this year were 12,000,000 frs.,and in June 
last nearly 20,000,000 frs. ; whilst in the United States it would appear the heavy weight 
imposed upon that country by the crisis is far from removed, although that process is, 
as a matter of course, silently progressing. The great event just announced of the suc- 
cesstul laying of the Atlantic cable will prove, since it evidences the practicability of ac- 
complishing the submarine task over thousands of miles in succession, the event of the 
present era; and from the contemplation of the fact, it is difficult to forget the offer made 
by Puck in the Midsummer Night’s Dream, “ to throw a girdle round the earth in eight 
minutes,” although it now appears that the honour of acomplishing this work, 300 years 
later, 1s reserved to less ideal personages— Messrs. Brett and Wheatstone, or their suc- 
cessors, whose next steps will probably tend towards the antipodes.

It is agvecabio to find that so powerful an auxiliary as the Journal itself is lending 
its aid to the discussion on the practice of advertising shares, and in its impression of 
July 24, introduces some striking animadversions relative to Pendeen and Wheal Gren- 
ville shares ; and whilst it admits that it “ does not object to any one advertising w ho 
has really the shares for sale,” it very aptly designates the majority of shares offered as 
a mere “ sham for decoying correspondents.” Amongst the curiosities in this way, the 
latest is in North Wheal Robert shares; one advertiser offering them at 1/. 18s. 9d., 
and, on the same page, another at 4/. per share! It results that the portion of the public 
who encourage this mode of seeking business (which they have an undoubted right to 
do) must, with such anomalies before them, feel occasionally at a loss to reconcile the sys- 
tem with the most ordinary routine of business in any other description of investment.

THE BANKS OF THE TEIGN.—No. I. 


“ From its copious fount swift rolls the Teign; at first a moorland course he solitary 
leads, but journeys soon, a beauteous stream, by hills sublime, that lift their leafuge 
to the cloud, or leaves the feet of beetling cliffs, whence, loosened by the hand of Time, 
has many a granite mass been hurled, loud thundering to the flashing waters. 

I have often wandered along the banks of this stream, and have lingered at many points 
on its course to feel the quiet which pervades its kindred dells, or to Kaze with silent 
joy on the heathy mountains and venerable cairns which overshadow its waters ; but if 
may be enquired—What and where is the Teign? Its name in Gallic, and probably in 
the dialect once spoken in its neighbourhood denotes its character—r2pid, hurry, or great 
haste. It is a Devonian river, winding through scenes of solemn grai}deur and serene 
beauty, which more befit the English mind, and may be more quietly and Safely enjoyed 
than anything of the kind we meet with amidst the embarrassments of orfinary con- 
tinental travel. Devon is remarkable for its central boss of granite, which swells up 
from a distinctive variety of lim d trap,and shale, and forms a stx'eular 
group of knolis, and peaks, and craigs, which guard the sources of its favourite strea.0S. 
To think of an ocean with its fearful undulations arrested, and the crested summits of 
its occasional breakers petrified into rocks of tuntastic form, is to have some notion of this 
sublime and mysterious region. 

Once perhaps a mighty forest, Dartmoor is now wild and bare, except in its sheltered 
valleys, or in the wooded slopes by which it is sorichly fringed. The Teign rises on the 
northern side, and, after many romantic wanderings, touching here and there, and giving 
a name to some Druid town, or royal villa, or monastic retreat, it passes to the sea, 
gently courting the verdant beauty of the Teign Head, and awarding the title of Teign- 
mouth to one of the agreeable watering places which adorn the southern coast. At this 
town nearly 90 tons of copper ore were sampled, a few days ago, from a young mine called 
Yarner, in a sequestrated spot, at the foot of Dartmoor, and where it requires the seru- 
tinising eye of the geologist to develope the hidden treasures of that neighbourhood, 
which abounds with metalliferous veins, and will, doubtless, become one of the prolific 
mining districts of the West. 

















ProtocraPny.—All those who have attempted to use the photographic 
camera must admit that the many failures met with before a clean, sure method of ma- 
nipulating is acquired, are extremely discouraging ; but henceforth amateurs in the art 
will be spared this needless annoyance. Mr. Joachim Otte¢ has just published (through 
Robert Hardwicke, of Piccadilly) a carefully-compiled and very useful little treatise, in- 
tended expressly for amateurs who purchase apparatus and require a concise, reliable, 
manual to which they can refer for the information necessary to obtain @ good picture, 
without studying the subject deeply. The arrangement of Mr. Ottes little book is ad- 
mirable ; the several steps in carrying out the most approyed processes are well explained,

AvsTRALIA.—We have at length received the telegraphic announcement 
of the arrival of the Australian homeward mail at Maltaon Thursday, and 
the letters rid Marseilles may, consequently, be expected in London on 
Tuesday morning. The dates are from Melbourne to June 15, and from 
Sydney and Adelaide to June 11. Considerable agitation is stated to have 
been created in Melbourne in consequence of the Legislative Council hav- 
ing thrown out the new Reform Bill, which was popular with the people, 
and expected to have been carried through. The Parliament of Victoria 
was prorogued on June 4. The railway loan had been arranged, but we 
must wait the arrival of our letters for details. Trade generally was better, 
and money easy, but the stocks of goods on hand continued heavy. The 
men reached Sydney on the day on which the Australasian sailed, but 
whether previous or subsequent to her departure does not appear by the 
telegram. The Australasian brings home a large amount of gold, but 
whether It is 73,000 ozs., or of the value of 73,000/., does not appear clear. 
The yield of the precious metal for the month is stated to be an average. 
A nugget had been found at Ballarat of no less weight than 2200 0zs. The 
Hougoumont left Melbourne for London, on May 20, with 33,500 ozs. of 
gold; the Essex, on the 22d of the same month, with 64,000 ozs.; and 
the Avon, on June 10, with 107,0000zs. In addition, the Eagle has been 
81 days at sea, with 103,800/. Including the sum coming by the Cambria, 
about 1,122,600/. in gold is known to be actually on the way to England.

From Quebec and the colonies the route will be by the Grand Trunk Railway to Col-

boats on the line for the eimigration of this season.

Gotp Sreparatinc Macurnery.—Mr. H. Barnard, of New York, who 
has been a miner both in California and the eastern states of America, having during the 
course of his career experienced great difficulties with washing machinery, has invented 
and patented in that city two machines, which are durable, portable, and not likely to 
get out of order. One of these is a general washer and separator, the other an amalga- 
mator and separator combined, to break up auriferous substances which require severe 
agitation, and to extract the most minute quantities of gold from iron sand and quartz 
by the application of mercury. In the gold-washer there is a pan, which separates peb- 
bles from the finer auriferous substances , Lhese pass to 4 small convex reteation-rim pan, 
from that to a larger, and then to a general receiver, the gold being retained behind the 
rims. At the back of each retention-rim is asma!! hole, which during the process of 
washing is closed with a stopper. In orier to collect the cold or ores behind the rims, 
the stoppers are withdrawn, and a streain of water introduced at the top, which washes 
all the ores through the holes into the receiving vessel. The amalgamator is composed 
of a series of five pans. The substances to be separated are introduced with water by a 
sluice or race into a pan, then passing through holes to one concave, but of smaller size. 
There are a number of agitators in cach pan, which throw the light waste over the edge 
to the one below, which is made of larzer dimensions, s0 as to receive it, and so in order 
until the bottom is reached, the gold being retained above. Each of these has a hole 
closed with a stopper, which can be removed when the gold is required. In the amal- 
gamating process a similar method of treatment is applied ; mercury is added to the sand 
and water, and the amalgam retained, or finally caught inthe lower pan. It is requisite 
that the motion should he regulated, as well as the quantity of water necessary to throw 
off the waste matter.

4s.; and at Hill’s 
Bar, some distance higher up, the value is increased to 6/, There are no 
fresh provisions, and all descriptions of food and other necessaries are enos- 
mously high. 

The Hudson’s Bay Company have issued licenses to the miners, and 
from the proclamation which they have published, it seems they lay claim 
to the whole of the country. No doubt the officers on the spot have acted 
upon instructions from the company, and have exercised a sound discretion 
in the difficult circumstances in which they have been placed; but the most 
ardent of their supporters must acknowledge they have neither the capital, 
means, or the energy to conduct the government of so vast a territory, 
which it is expected will receive from California alone 40,000 people this 
year. Notwithstanding that a British war steamer, the Satellite, is sta- 
tioned off the coast to protect British interests, yet we alrewly perceive that 
the Americans are making encroachments, a Capt. Dopce having sailed 
up the river, pretending he was goingon the American side. This at first 
sight may appear a matter of but slight importance, but when we call to 
mind how illegal acts are practised in other territories by fillibustering citi- 
zens of the United States, and the support they derive from the lawless 
mob who elect the President, how powerless that functionary is, and the 
constant desire of every public man, from Maine to New Orleans, to make 
political capital for himself, regardless of all other consequences, and louk- 
ing at the great affection with which by a great majority of the heteroge- 
neous mass which compose the mighty republic of the stars and stripes 4 
squabble with Great Britain is regarded (witness the difficulties of constant 
occurrence within the last few years), it behoves us to be firm in our deal- 
ings with our transatlantic kindred, and not to trespass on their rights, but 
but by no means to allow them to infringe on ours. On referring to the 
map Of British Columbia, which has just been published by Mr. Wrvp, 
the eminent geographer, it will be seen that the bend of Frazer River is 
not below the 49 parallel, consequently not in the United States territory. 
In Canada, the provincial authorities have already established a monthly 
mail to the Red River; both this district and the Saskatchewam are capa- 
ble of affording subsistence to a large population, and there are thousands 
in Canada who are talking of emigratingsthither. We are told that, re- 
mote as it is, the Frazer River is but five weeks distant from England, and 
we see no reason why a sufficient number of troops should not immediately 
be dispatched from Canada to enforce the authority of the British Crown: 
it is less difficult to avoid the necessity of any reclamations, than it will be 
at a later period to adjust the various differences which may arise out of 
them from our own want of energy, and the grasping acquisitivencss of 
those who may style themselves citizens of the United States. From the 
surveys made by Mr. Taomrson, formerly of the Hudson’s Bay Company, 
it appears, that through the British territories no difficulties will have to 
be encountered in the formation of a railway which will connect the Atlantic 
and Pacific Oceans, and bring this country in communication with China 
in 25 days. Pasging through this tract there are inexhaustible supplies 
of coals; and along the route the means fof the subsistence of a large and 
increasing population. On the American side there are vast quantities of 
barren lands, without either fuel or water, to be traversed. There would be 
a great difficulty in making a railroad there, which at the lowest practi- 
cable pass would be 4000 feet above the plains; while in the British pos- 
sessions the highest is only 900 feet. If made through the American ter- 
ritory it would be impossible to keep it open. 

About the middle of this month we may expect the survivors of the exodus 
who first left Calitornia to recommence operations, which have been par- 
tially suspended, owing to deficiency in the supply of water. Fresh acces- 
sions to the population are looked ‘forward to by every steamer from Sant 
Francisco, and the Americans are flocking there overland from Minnesota.

REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 
[FROM OUR CORKESPONDENT] 

Aug. 5.—The Coal Trade, speaking generally, cannot as yet be termed 
brisk here. Although some of the collieries are in full work, yet others are 
working short time. Those collieries engaged in the gas coal trade are 
many of them fully employed; some also that work coal for home markets 
and for depots on inland railways are fully engaged. 

At the Tyne Main Colliery a pair of winning drifts have reached a large 
fault—that is in a northerly direction, towards the old St. Lawrence Colliery. This 
fault will check their operations in that direction for the present. It appears that the 
coal seam has become expensive to work in that direction too, owing to a stone band 
having been met with, which 1s a considerable thickness; this band is situate about the 
middie of the seam, and causes the coal to be very troublesome toget. Theagents have, 
consequently, removed many of the workmen from this part of the colliery to other 
places where the coal is better. This coa! is sold principally for making gas. 

At the Felling Colliery the operations were much obstructed for some time by the water 
in the low main seam, to which we have before alluded; but this is now remedied, ar- 
rangements having been made to lift the water by means of tubs, and the colliery is again 
in full operation. This is an old but valuable colliery, the coal being excellent for gas 
purposes. The coal in the immediate neig!:bourhood of the shaft is, of course, all worked, 
and also that on the west side—indeed, in every direction except the east. A powerful 
engine isemployed to bring the coal from the east which is to the dip, and here the owners 
have a considerable royalty untouched, the coal being good. This royalty extends to 
Wardiley, near the Pontop and Jarrow Railway, along which passes the coals from many 
of the collieries of J. Bowes and Co. A new shaft was commenced some time ago at this 
point by the Felling Company,and sunk about 40 fms., and a large winding-engine erected. 
This shaft was intended to be sunk to the low main seam, which was expected to be 
found here ata great depth, and ultimately it was intended to effect a communication 
with the present workings at Felling, but from some cause the sinking went on very 
slowly, and, after a considerable sum of money was expended, it was reli ished when

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REPORT FROM MONMOUTHSHIRE AND SOUTH WALES. 
(PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN SOUTH WALES.) 

Avs. 5.—No event of interest in connection with our trade has occurred 
since last week. The remarks we then made are equally applicable to 
the present state of affairs; business is becoming more regular, though 
there is no great activity experienced. Railway iron continues in good re- 
quest, and for exportation several good orders remain to be executed. 
‘The large works are tolerably well engaged, but some of the smaller ones 
continue slack. Favourable accounts reach us from Ebbw Vale, Tredegar,and Rhymney, 
and generally the reports are of an encouraging character. The Coal Trade is very steady, 
and a large business is being done. 

The increase of mining operations in Glamorganshire leads to the necessity for frests 
lines of railway between places which at present have no such fucilities afforded them. 
We recently mentioned the cutting of the first turf of an important undertaking—the 
Liynvi Valley Railway, and referred to the advantages which it will confer on Maesteg, 
Bridgend, and the neighbourhood. The proprietors of the works will be greatly bene- 
fitted by the increased accommodation open to them for the conveyance of their minerals 
and iron, and it is only surprising that so many years should have elapsed before the 
scheme was commenced. Now, however, there seems to be a resolute intention on all 
sides to lose no furthe: time, and before this meets the eye of the reader the work will 
probably be commenced. The contractor, Mr. Baldwin, is anxious to accomplish his 
task, and the promoters of the line are, of course, very desirous to see it completed. The 
traffic on it will, doubtless, be considerable; and must tend to increase the business tran- 
sacted in this part of the county. 

Another line of rail, to which we have previously found {t necessary to refer, continues, 
and appears likely to continue, in an unfinished state. We refer to what is called the 
Pontypool, Usk, Monmouth, and Coleford Railway. It was projected principally with 
the view of bringing minerals from the Forest of Dean, and, were the design carried out, 
not only would the Forest speculators be placed ina much more satisfactory position 
than they at present hold, but the shareholders in the line might have some reasonable 
prodability of receiving a dividend. At present no such prospect iy before them. The 
line only extends as far as Monmouth, and the traffic on it is insignificant and worthless, 
compared with what it would be if it were carried to Coleford. At prescrit ihe obstruc- 
tion is a want of funds, the large shareholders declining to take up further shares for the 
purpose of producing the necessary money. It was never supposed that the traffic from 
antiquated, unproductive places like Monmouth and Usk would pay, but from the Forest 
it most likely would. There is no chance, however, at present of seeing opera‘tous re- 
sumed ; and, although several extra trains have been put on fur passengers this nsenth, 
the company’s means will hardly be much increased. i 

A new line is proposed to be formed between Merthyr and Tredegar, connecting Aber- 
gavenny and the intermediate districts. It will afford acc dation, supposing it 
should be completed, to the Clydach, Blaina, Beaufort, Nantyglo, Ebbw Vale, Tredegar, 
Rhymney, Dowlais, Aberdare, Merthyr, and other ironworks. The proposed eapital is 
250,0002., in shares of 20/7. each. The railway would open up a direct comm«nication 
between the mineral districts of South Wales and London and Liverpool, aud be of be~ 
nefit to many works by means of sidings and branches. ‘The preliminary survey is said 
to be completed. 

We regret to state that one of the largest, if not the very largest, firms in connectiomr 
with the coal trade, doing business in Newport, has failed. The announcement was made 
to the creditors Jast week. In the present position of affairs we are not at liberty to 
enter into particulars, but we may mention that the liabilities of the concern are sald 
to be somewhat heavy. A meeting of the creditors has been held this week, but the 
proceedings were quite private. The affair has not created much sensation, e failure 
was not altogether unexpected. 

The useful and excellent association established in Monmouthshire a short time ago 
by the iron and coal nusters, for the purpose of distributing prizes among children of 
the poor, is in a flourishing state, and continues its operations with vigour and success. 
The object is to induce the miner to keep his child at school till the age of fourteen is 
reached, and suitable arrangements are offered to both pupils and parents. Up to the 
present time the plan has been found to work well—more children atrond the schools, 
and they are taken away at a less early period than formerly. An exar'ination took 
place recently, and on the 10th instant the prizes will be awarded to the successful com- 
petitors. This endeavour to improve the education of the poor throughout the district is 
worthy of every support and assistance. 

Some inconveniece has been felt at certain works from drought, in consequence of the 
dry season. During the last week, however, there has been no scarcity of water; and 
at Rhymney, from whence most complaints proceeded, there is an ample supply.

the late commercial crisis occurred; but there can be little doubt that this project 
will be carried out sooner or later, and become an extensive and flourishing colliery. 
From this point, if we take a south-easterly course, we find no more collieries until we 
arrive at the extensive one at Monkwearmouth ; there is, tl fore, a iderable tract 
of valuable coal here untouched—one of the royalties, that at Hylton, is, we think, 
about 2000 acres ; several good seams of coal will be found here. But if we take as an 
example the extent of the collieries which surround this virgin field, we shall perceive 
that very few shafts will be required to get this coal. The Usworth and Heworth Col- 
lieries, on the west; Felling and Wardley, north-west ; Hebburn, north; Harton and St. 
Hilda, north-east; and Monk wearmuuth, south-east,all being worked to great distances 
underground ; so that a stranger would certainly form erroneous conclusions as to the 
extent of the field unoccupied. Whatever other advantages this system of extensive 
underground working may have,it is plain that the extent of surface damage will be re- 
duced toa minimum, and, also, the number Of shafts will be insignificant. At the 
Hebburn Colliery much difficulty has been experienced for some time owing to the in- 
flux of the water. The owners are at present engaged in erecting a powerful engine for 
the purpose of lifting it. We have rot as yet heard the exact size of this engine, or of 
the tubs intended to be lifted, but we understand that it is expected to lift a large quan- 
tity. We will give the quantity in a future communication. This mode of lifting water, 
we may remark, is gaining ground here, it is preferred by many engineers to the process 
of pumping. The process of lifting water by means of winding apparatus is much more 
simple than that of pumping, and in the North of England winding machinery has 
arrived at great perfection, the slides, &c., being fitted up in the best possible manner, 
and so that the carriages can travel at very great speed. By this means a small engine 
at the Shipcote Colliery, Gateshead— cyliuder only 23 in., high pressure steam at 38 Ibs. 
per sq. in.—1lifts feeders of water equal to 250 gallons per minute, and also draws 170 
tons of coal per day from a depth of 56 fins. or 112 yards.

The experiments to test the merits of the Welsh and north country coals are stil! pro- 
ceeding, but the report has not yet been published, so that, of course, we can give no 
certain information as to the result, but I shall be careful in keeping you accurately and 
fully informed of al. particulars—the matter being of considerable interest. 

Iron and coal works are.still proceeding on a small scale. They have made some iron 
lately of a good quality; it is stated that they are short of coal,and that their operations 
are cramped in consequence; but we hope to be able to give more particulars respecting 
those works in our next communication. 

A general meeting of the North of England Institute of Mining Engineers was held 
to-day ; this being the annual meeting a large number of the members and other gen- 
tlemen attended, and the proceedings were extremely interesting, moreso than ordinary : 
but we must reserve our report of the proceedings until next week.- 

Although a lengthened enquiry has been made with reference to the boiler explosion 
at the Ouseburn Engine Works, nothing of a satisfactory nature has yet been elicited 
calculated to discover the cause of the explosion. It appears that the boiler which 
exploded was high-pressure, of peculiar construction, and that some of the men had pre- 
viously expressed their opinion that the boiler was of a dangerous character. Mr, Mor- 
rison, the proprietor of the works, stated that the boiler was similar in construction to 
one of those at present at work. It communicated with two other boilers, not by water, 
but by a general steam pipe. It was 25 tt. high,and the inside plates were 7-16ths thick, 
and the outside %ths thick. It was made of best crown plate, supplied by the Derwent 
Tron Company. .He manufactured the boiler himself, and it had only been at work 
about 14 days. It is thought that this explosion, coupled with the opinion of the work- 
men, will greatly prejudice the introduction of the upright cylindrical boiler, 

The Marchioness of Londonderry’s annual school féte, at Seaham, was held on Mon- 
day, in a large marquee, erected at the new school at Seaham Colliery. The children 
from the numerous schools belonging to her ladyship, began to assemble about twelve 
o'clock, and continued to arrive for an hour and a half.

A paper was read by Mr. W. Froude, of Darlington, on “ A new Dy- 
mamometer, or Friction Break.” The last paper was a “ Description of a Compressed 
Air Forge Hammer,” by Mr. Charles Beyer, of Manchester. This hammer, which is the 
invention of Mr. Waterhouse, of Sheifield, is intended for general light forgings in a 
wmith’s shop, the rapidity of fall and force of blow of the hammer being increased by 
means Of a compressed air cylinder, the air in which acts as anelasticspring. The ham- 
mer block works between guides in the frame, as in Nasmyth's steain-hammer, and is 
lifted by a cam acting against a roller fixed to the hammer rod, the cam being forged on 
@ shaft driven by a strap. On the top of the hammer rod is forged a piston working in 
the air cylinder, which compresses the air when the hammer rises, so that its elastic 
foret in expanding increases the velocity of fall, and allows of a great number of blows 
Being obtained per minute ; the whol falling weight is 4 cwts. in the ordinary size of 
the hammer. The pressure of the hammer is regulated by a sccund adjustable piston, 
and also by two air cocks in the cylinder, adjusted by hand levers, by means of which 
the force of blow can be rapidly changed to any extent required during the working of 
the hammer, and can be reduced below the actual weight of fhe hammer, by causing a 
partial vacuum to be formed above the piston in falling The hammer has been satisfac- 
torily at work for some time. 

The annual report of the Stourbridge and Kidderminster Banking Company, referring 
othe late depression, justly says :—“ There is now no doubt whatever that the calamities 
which so many persons have reason to deplore are mainly,if not solely, to be attributed 
to excessive specu/ation, an abuse of credit, and overtrading carried on by means of 
accommodation bills.” The profits for the year are 29,004/., out of which a dividend of 
10s. in 1/. has already been paid, and a further dividend for the present half-year of the 
same amount, being at the rate of 10 per cent. perannum, which absorbs 10,000/., leaving 
19,0047. ao be disposed of, which the directors recommend to be carried to the credit of 
bad debts. The report states :—“ While your directors congratulate you that, notwith- 
standing the extensive failures in the iron trade, the head office has not sustained any 
loss whatever by them, they have deeply to regret that at Kidderminster, through 
wilful disobedience of written instructions by your late mauager there, who has been sum- 
marily dismissed, in making unauthorised cash advances, considerable losses have been 
incurred ; 4s fur, however, as they can be at present ascertained, the surplus profits of this 
year will suffice to cover them.”

VENTILATION OF COAL MINES. 

It being now admitted that one of the greatest preventatives of colliery 
accidents is an efficient system of ventilation, a knowledge of the various 
modes in use is of great importance. At a recent meeting of the North of 
England Institute of Mining Engineers,* Mr. F. Laurent read an elaborate 
paper on * Lemielle’s System of Ventilation.” The regularity of -the 
coal seams in England and Scotland, and the ease with which they are 


worked, have contributed to the continuation in these countries of the old system of 
ventilation by the rarefaction of the air in shafts by means of furnaces. This mode, 
without doubt, is the most simple, but, under certain circumstances, is dangerous, and 
serious accidents frequently arise therefrom, even with the greatest attention. In the 
first place, an explosion might so injure the furnace as to prevent its being used. In 
many mines irregularities in working the furnaces, variations in the atmospheric tem- 
perature, and the distances and difficu!tics in the air passages are frequent causes of irre- 
gular ventilation. In shallow pits, and even in deep pits, habitua)ly worked at a high 
temperature, little increase in the quantity of air can be made to meet sudden require- 
ments, and in case of extended workings additional shafis only produce the requisite 
supply. The shaft when heuted to the extreme, say 360° to 390°, produces, theoretically, 
a very small percentage of the effect obtainable by steam power; and if it be taken into 
account that the practical results differ widely from theory, it will easily be conceived 
that in pits varying from 50 to 125 fathoms in depth furnace ventilation is not the 
most economical. 

A mechanical ventilator of simple construction, on the contrary, is regular, and if 
sufficiently powerful produces a uniform current of air, and gives a pure and invigorat- 
ing atmosphere, in which the miner can work with ease. The first erections, it is true, 
are more expensive, but the prevention of Manger, and the greater amount of work of 
which the men are capable, more than compensate the first outlay. Objection may be 
made to the use of machinery owing to its lability to derangement, and the consequent 
stoppage of the supply of air, whereas with furnaces the shaft, being heated, continues 
to work some time after an accident. In practice, however, it is found that with ma- 
chines on the exhausting principle, the air and gases of the mine being in an expanded 
condition, on the sudden stoppage of the machinery immediately contract in volume,and 
for a time the further issue of gas from the coal is arrested. Mr. Lemielle’s ventilator 
consists of a circular chamber of masonry, which communicates by air passages with the 
shaft of the mine and exteriorair. In this revolves a drum, placed eccentric with the 
cireumference, to which are attached three or more faus or wings, movable at their base, 
whose outer edge, by means of connecting rods, attached to a shaft in the centre of the 
chamber, are kept in close proximity to the mason work. Motion is given to the drum 
by a horizontal sfeam cylinder of simple construction, and each revolution of the ma- 
chine expels the air contained in the chamber. The apparatus was first applied in 
1853, but until after the Paris Exhib tion, in 1855, it was little known, being in the mean- 
time only under trial experimentally. Since 1855 it has been extensively adopted, and 
at present it is in operation ut apwards of 90 establishments in France and Belgium. 
From the various trials the loss has been found not to exceed 10 to 20 per cent. of 
the theoretical volume of the apparatus: the loss depending to a certain extent on the 
state of the air passages in the mine. This small waste is accounted for by the slow 
speed of the ventilator, which makes only 20 to 30 revolutions per minute; the expul- 
sion of air between the fins being nearly complete, gnd the escape very insignificant. 
Owing to the simplicity of the engines the repairs are trifling. They require simply 
cleaning and greasing. The machinery which has been at work three or four years in 
Northern France and Belgium has always worked well, and continued in good order, 
without having experienced any inconvenience from stoppage and repairs. A great ad- 
vantage possessed by steam power over the former system in case of accident is that the 
speed of the apparatus may be aucmented, and thus a larger quantity of air be thrown 
into the mine, and considerably diminish the effects of accident, whether from explosion 
or downfall. The machinery being on suriace is independent of accident, and en- 
| tirely under the eye and control of the workman. The most satisfactory certificates as 
| to the performance of the machines have been received from the managers of mines 
where it has been adopted, and its merits were partly discussed by the members of the 
institute, but as Mr. Atkinson promised to furnish a paper on the relative power em- 
ployed, and consumption of coal by this machine,compared with some of the other modes 
of ventilation, it was arranged that further discussion should be postponed until Mr. 
Atkinson's paper was betore the institute. 

At the next meeting Mr. Atkinson, according to promise, read a paper on the com- 
parative consumption of fuel by ventilating furnaces and ventilating machines. Not- 
withstanding the important advantages attending the use of furnaces for ventilating 
mines, compared with the employment of ventilating machines when worked by steam 
power, he is inclined to think that the best known descriptions of ventilating machines 
when worked by steam would, in almost all cases, effect a saving offfuel when produc- 
ng the same amount of ventilation as that arising from the furnaces superseded by them, 
The quantity of coals required to be consumed in a ventilating furnace to produce a 
given amount of ventilation in the unit of time, will vary much under the differing 
cirenmstances of different mines, and depends more or less on the amount of specific re- 
sistance, or “ drag,” of the mine and shafts ; on the amount of ventilating pressure due to 
a given excess of average temperature prevailing in the upeast to that prevailing in the 
downcast shaft (this again depends upon the depths and relative position as to level of 
the tops and bottoms of these shafts, and on the temperature of the atmosphere as 
affecting that of the air in the downecast shaft, and on that of the workings as affecting 
the heat to be imparted by the furnace to the return air, in order to realise a certain ex- 
cess of temperature in the upeast over that prevailing in the downcast shaft) ; on the 
cooling power of the upcast shaft as affected by its comparative degree of dryness or 
moisture, and the heat-condueting properties of the materials composing its walls, and 
on the loss of heat by cooling in the upeast shaft and furnace drift, the area and depth 
of the upeast column of air, the quantity of air circulating per minute, and upon the 
elevation of the temperature required for its production. 

The consumptier of fuel to drive a steam-engine to produce ventilation through the 
medium of a ventilating machine also depends upon a number of conditions, which will 
likewise vary to a great extent with the differing circumstances of different mines, and 
depends on the amount of drag, the relative position of the upeast and downcast shutt, 
and on the comparative efficiency of the machine employe’, the power required to overcome 
the friction of its working parts, and particularly upon the resistance which the machine 
presents to the passage of air through it, the amount of which varies greatly with the form, 
dimensions, and mode of operation of the machine employed. Mr. Atkinson then en- 
tered into a series of elaborate calculations, from which it appears that the depth at which 
furnace action becomes as economical in fuel as a ventilating machine increases directly 
as the volume assumed by a given weight of air as due to the average upcast tempera- 
ture required for the production of ventilation by furnace action—that is to say, in- 
versely as the average density of the heated air in the upeast. This depth must, of 
course, decrease in the same proportion that the fuel per horse power per hour required 
to drive the engine of a ventilating machine increases. The subjoined table shows the 
depths at which furnaces become equal, in point of economy of fuel, to ventilating ma- 
chines, assuming that the source of loss are the same in the two cases :

From evidence given by the late Mr. Mack worth before the Select Committee on Acci- 
dents in Mines, in 1855, it appears that the respective results obtained ‘from several 
ventilating machines were :— 
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Thus in two of the experiments on Fabrey’s pneumatic wheels, and in that of Struve’s 
ventilating machine more than sixty per cent. of the engine power was utilised, 
and in recent experiments with Fabrev’s wheels, 69 per cent. has been utilised. 
Notwithstanding the liability of ventilating machines to get out of repatr, and 
their consequent unsuitableness for fiery mines, Mr. Atkinson considers that there may 
be cases of non-flery mines, where the saving of tubbing timber and ropes in working 
shafts, together with a saving of fuel in probably every instance, to be effected by a ma- 
chine when compared with a furnace, may justify their adoption as a matter of economy, 
and in some shallow mines where a ventilating furnace has to act under the disadvantage 
of a short upcast column, if even explosive gas be generater in the mine it may, perhaps, 
be best to adopt duplicate ventilating machines in preference to a furnace, even as a 
| matter of safety. 

An interesting discussion upon ventilation generally followed the reading of the paper, 
to which we shall refer at a future time.

drie and cellular construction of their hulls, together with a new propel- 
ling apparatus of great power, by the use of which, in combination with 
a new high pressure steam-engine, also of his invention, Mr. James has 
no doubt that an average speed of more than 20 miles an hour may he 
easily attained. ‘The advantages ot these improvements, when used jp 
conjunction with the inventors’ improved steam-engines, in comparison with 
steam and other vessels of ordinary construction, are said to be that they 
are less costly in the build, more commodious, stronger beyond all com- 
parison, more buoyant, much steadier in the water, affording the paddle- 
wheels at all times more equal immersion; are vastly superior in point of 
speed, riding over the waves like so many ducks or sea guls, and rising 
upon the surface from their peculiar lightness and the action of the pro- 
pelling power, thereby diminishing the resistance to an important extent; 
they do not require either keel or ballast; are capable of bearing great press 
of sail without danger of capsizing ; are perfectly self-supporting in every 
part; they may be run ashore without injury on sand or beach; from their 
slight immersion they pass over sunken rocks without danger; they are 
not liable to sink from collisions with other vessels, rocks, or icebergs, from 
their numerous water-tight cells and compartments; there is no danger 
from fire, being composed generally of iron, and divided by numerous iron 
partitions; they are not liable to capture by pirates, &c., from their power 
of outrunning all other vessels; they will be furnished with improved 
propellers, which alone will afford them an advantage of more than 30 per 
cent. in speed, as already proved by experiment; and their durability will be 
greater. Perhaps, however, the greatest advantage will be derived from 
the saving which will result in the working expenses, as the journey being 
performed in half the usual time, a proportionate saving must be effected 
in freight, passengers’ expenses, insurance charges, &c. It is evident, there- 
fore, that the proposition is worthy the consideration of all persons inte- 
rested in the rapid transit of light goods and passengers. 





Tut Borp Esrares.—Mr. Clowes, of the firm of Clowes and Flower- 

dew, submitted for sale by auction, in one lot, this immense property, the upset or mini- 

mum price being 332,000). The voluminous conditions of sale were taken as read, Mr. 

Clowes then addressed the meeting at considerable length, ably describing the property, 
and produced specimens of the coal which he had brought up fromthe estate. He stated 
that the minerals umler the township of Bold and portion of Burtonwood, which lies 

southward of the London and North-Western Railway, comprise an area of about 5200 
acres, hal never been tested, and no value had consequently been assigned to them in 
the upset price named. The coal under the remainder of the estates had been surveyed, 
and the proprietors present therein ‘ascertained to be at least 57,0007., but had heen cal- 
culated at only 20,000/., and should the purchaser prefer relinquishing the ininerals under 
that portion of the property he would be at liberty to do so upon giving notice to that 

effect previous to signing the contract, when the 20,000/. would be deducted from his 
bidding, and such minerals reserved to the vendor. The manor and estates of Sutton 
(exclusive of the minerals) were believed to be well worth upwards of 60,000/., which in 
fixing the upset price had been reduced to 42,000/., at which amount it would be left to 
the option of the purchaser to decline, and have that sum deducted from his bidding 

The estates being perfectly free and unincumbered, there would be no objection to a portion 
of the purchase money, not exceeding one-half, remaining upon mortgage of the property 
at 3\ percent. for three years certain, with option for the purchaser, upon three months 
previous notice of each payment, to pay off such amount, or any part thereof, by instal-

A fatal accident has occurred this week in a pit at Aberdare, belonging 
to Messrs. Powell and Son. The deceased was a fireman, named Hill, and by some in- 
advertence he was pushed down the shaft into the 6-ft. vein, the fall causing his daath 
It appears that by the rulcs of the colliery fans should be let down, to keep the trams in 
their places, but this precaution being neglected, one of the carriages rolled back, and 
caused the accident. a5 . 

An order for about 90,000 tons of rails for India has come into the mar- 
ket, and it is said that the Ebbw Vale Company have taken a contract for 10,009 tons, 
out of this quantity at a low figure. Other Welsh firms have contracted for about 20,000 
tons, and the remainder of the order will be executed in Yorkshire and the North. 

The following clever teat is reported from Aberdare:—‘ A few days 
ago, at the Lancaiach Colliery, belonging to Messrs. Duncan and Co., the pump got out 
of order. The party in charge of the machinery, after many fruitless experiments to 
ascertain where the fault lay, admitted that he could not tell,and the pump would have 
had to be taken up, had it not been for a young man working dt the colliery, named 
Thomas Scott, a carpeutcr, son of Mr. Scott, Troedyrhiw. He stated that he could re- 
pair the mischief,and he accordingly obtained some gutta percha tubing, gave one end of 
it to a man to hold out of the water, while he placed the other end in his mouth, and 
after placing something in his nostrils and ears, to keep out the water, descended to the 
bottom of the sump. Here, at a depth of about 10 or 12 feet under the water, he un- 
screwed the lid and lower valve, replaced the valve by a new one, screwed the lid on 
again, and set the pump to work, which was now found to act as well as it had ever 
done. He stated that the greatest inconvenience he experienced was the extreme cold- 
ness of the water, which prevented his staying down more than about ten or twelve 
minutes ata time. Had the water been warmer he could have remained down without 
once cominy up during the operations. The young man certainly deserves to be well 
rewarded for performing this clever and daring feat. We ought toremark that the water 
was very bluck and muddy, which made the operation the more difficult.” 

We understand that arrangements have been made for the continuance 
of the works belonging to the firm [see letter in another column), both in the coal and 
iron trades, the latter being a branch not long added to the business.

Scarcely were the foundations laid, when 
the ‘squire and parson of the parish’ set about erecting a National School, The former 
is a plain, useful structure, whilst the jatter is rich in architectural ornaments. The 
villagers, however, have the bad taste to prefer their own unadorned school-house to the 
stylish seminary of the Church Catechism. In the one there is a numerous attendance 
of scholars, and in the other there is room fur more. The following ingenious method of 
making the less the greater has been tried, and we regret to say with success. A poor 
man had two horses, and these animals unfortunately strayed into the squire’s fields, and 
were forthwith impounded, To obtain the release of his horses the poor man had the 
choice of either paying a penalty of 40s., or of removing his children from the British to 
the National School. He could ill afford to pay the amount demanded, and although a 
Dissenter and a subscriber towards the cost of the original school-house, he was most 
reluctantly obliged to promise that he would transfer the education of his children to the 
care of those connected with the Church as by law established. This needs no comment. 
‘The squire doubtless may fancy ‘he has done good by stealth,’ yet, if we mistake not, he 
will ‘ blush to find it fame.’” 
And, whereas, the said Howel Gwyn, Fsq., has brought an action against me in the 
Court of Exchequer of Pleas, for the purpose of vindicating his character from the libellous 
charge contained in the foregoing paragraph, and in consideration of my agreeing to make 
the following apology, and paying all expenses, and also of my retracting the said para- 
graph, has kindly acceded to my request to forbear such action.
